there is a law governing the recur­ 
rence of these things, one thing is in­ 
disputab le: T hat a pub lic disregard of 
legal authority alway s sots an example 
that certain elements in every com­ 
munity are only too ready to follow. 
Every outb reak, which in the South 
especially take« the form of Ly nch law. 
renders more ungovernab le the pas­ 
sions of the mob and makes ea-ier the 
commission of the next crime of a simi­ 
lar character. 
So with petty offences 
against social rights or the property 
rights of individuals. 
Let a group of 
b oy s pass a garden on their way to 
school, and let one of them snatch a 
b unch of lilacs from the accessib le 
b ranch of a shrub therein: how long 
will it b e b efore the -treotward side of 
the tree is stripped of its b lossoms? 
This principle has had recent exem­ 
plification in the case of the Salvation 
Army in this city . 
To those who are 
conversant with the course of this pa* 
per it is not necessary to say tha t we 
a r e not in any way oppose d to the S al­ 
vation Army , nor are now disposed 
to c r i t i ci s e 
it-i 
work. 
Within 
the 
¡ sphere of their infl ience,its memb ers, 
with self deny ing piety , are doing a 
good work, reaching and uplifting men 
and women who it seems impossib le to 
influence for good b y any other organ* 
i Ized effort. 
Their work has taken 
them among the worst class 
of our 
j larger cities and they have learned to 
| look for indignities which they have 
, too freq uently received.

city , and they have regarded the re­ 
q uest: and so all things were progress­ 
ing amicab ly and well. 
But a disturb ­ 
ing element appears. Turkey has more 
than once b <*en a stench in the nostrils 
of civilized Europe: and n nv a Christ 
iani/.od representative of that nation, 
who evidently retains many of his 
national characteristics, makes his ap­ 
pearance in Dixon. 
It is his evident 
design to create a sensation. 
lie 
ríes with him newspaper 
portraits 
of himself 
(all 
right 
of c our s e - 
other pub lic men do the same thing) 
and advertises himself a- having b een 
imprisoned forty -two times: thus in­ 
viting persecution from the start. 
His 
conduct while here is a continuance of 
the challenge, 
showing (if 
actions 
speak louder than words) tha t he is de­ 
sirous to add to the num b er of his im- 
j prisonmonts. He leads his followers into 
a b reach of faith with the city author- 
! ities, and when his attention Is called 
to the fact and he is req uested to de­ 
sist, proposes to ague the matter with 
the officer of the law. 
He is arrested: 
and his companions—doub tless follow­ 
ing his instructions, if not. certainly 
for the time b eing actuated b y his ex­ 
am ple—continue to disregard the com­ 
mand 
of 
the 
marshal, 
and 
are also taken 
to 
prison. 
When 
the « charges 
b rought b efore a civil 
m agistrate are dropped on conditi n 
that no further infraction of the rule 
b e indulged in and tha t the Turk leave 
the city , he stay s and leads the open 
air meetings Friday , 
Saturday and 
Sunday nights. 
W henever the m a r­ 
shal or his deputies came within hear­ 
ing distance they were made the ta r­ 
get for his remarks and pray ers. 
He 
may or may not have b een inviting an­ 
other arrest: b ut we t h’nk that any 
fair-minded person will find nothii g 
in the conduct of the Turk, 
from 
t h * 
time ho first set foot in Dixon, calcu­ 
lated to inspiro respect for municipal 
law and » order, b ut uhe very reverse. 
It was not surprising, then, that on 
Sunday night, for the first time in this 
connection, acts were indulged in b y 
the rowdy element disgraceful to our 
City and for which there is no apology . 
■ I fi tracing the causes which led up to 
1 it, T he T k l f d R a ph makes no excuse 
for an act which its editors and pub - 
¡ Ushers—with all self-respecting and 
I law-ab iding citizens 
deprecate. 
T here is another thing which we 
eq ually deprecate, a n d which is eq ual­ 
ly calculated to destroy respect for law 
and order. 
T ha t is, a carping criti­ 
cism of the officers of the law, entirely 
inmerlted b y the facts in the case. No 
one more than our city police regrets 
the attack made on the Salvationists 
b y unknown parties who from a dis­ 
tance threw eggs 
on Sunday even-

nrght 
perhaps 
have 


b een protected b y the presence 
of

law, 
had 
not 
their 
previous 
attendance 
b een 
rendered very unpleasant b y the pe r ­ 
sonal allusions of tbe Turk. 
W e are 
told tha t they were a b lock away at 
the time of the di-turb ance, and y et 
they are severely critscised for not 
s-eing at that distance those who, 
shrouded b y the darkness, threw eggs 
at the Turk. 
W e scarcely see in that 
grounds for the charge that ‘‘The pres­ 
ent enforcement of the laws in Dixon 
is'fareical andfor this condition the paid 
officials are*dErectly responsib le.” The 
fact is t ha t at ab out tha t hour on S un ­ 
day evenings the attention of the m a r­ 
shal is b y req uest directed toward the 
meeting place of 
another 
religious 
b ody , two b locks away from the b rief 
disturb ance, where worshippers have 
b een annoy ed b y the congregation of 
y oung men and b oy s for no good pur­ 
pose. 
And perhaps unfortunately the 
marshal is not cross-ey ed, so a- to see 
around a corner, nor is ne b lessed with 
telescopic vision, so as to b e ab le to 
distinguish in the darkness a culprit a 
b lock or two distant in a disturb ance 
tha t some persons in the immediate 
vicinity knew- 
nothing 
of 
it 
until 
after 
it 
occurred. 
If 
th*re 
is any incoinpetency in this natural 
deficiency , it is not as defective as the 
logic of an argum ent that in the same 
paragraph ab uses our officers for not 
protecting and at the same time not a r ­ 
resting the people who were pelted. 
There are those who have a natural 
ob jection to officers of the law, and it 
will make itself manifest in all sorts of 
unreasonab le remarks, 
if it does the 
complainers any good it doesn't hurt 
the officers any : though it makes the 
performance of their duties a little 
more difficult, as it inspires among un­ 
thinking minds a general disrespect 
for pub lic officials.

has been ample. The sunshine has been 
deficient and all crops now need warm, 
sunshiny weather. 
Corn planting h: » 
been retarded by the cool, wet weath­ 
er and not much over two-thirds of the 
crop is now in. 
On account of bad seed 
much replanting is being done.

im provement in wheat reported. 
The 
Hessian ily is now doing damage in 2o 
counties, and a few chinch bugs have 
been seen. 
Both wheat and 
rye are 
beginning to head. 
Oats, pastures and 
meadows are doing especially wcil and 
clover w ill soon be ready to cut.
